PROPOSALS. 


FAR-REACHING CHANGES 
INDICATED. 


MR. THOMAS’S APPROVAL OF 


THE SETTLEMENT.. 

' Late on Saturday afternoon the Government 
issued the official proposals decided upon after 
pr .racted negotiations between the officials of 
ihe National Union of Raifwaymen and the 
Ministry of Labour in regerd to the standardisa- 
tion of wages of railway workers. 
The Ministry of Transport state that during 
the course of the discussions between the Govern- 
ment and the Railway Unions the difficulty of 
fixing in an abnormal period standard rates of 
pay which would be neither too low during the 
present ebnormal time nor too high when & 
more normal period is reached became increas- 
ingly apparent. Ultimately to get over this 
difficulty the Government have offered to stan- 
dardise wages for the adult male staff other 
than drivers, firemen, and cleaners (for whom 
provision hes already been made) employed in 
the conciliation grades on the controlled rail- 
ways in Great Britain on the following lines. 
The present abnormal standard rates and per- 
manent standard rates are determined respec- 
tively as follows — i 

The average pre-war weekly rate of pay of 
the men in a grade or group of grades is to be 
ascertained, and a sum of 38. is to be added 
thereto. This combined sum will form the pre- 
sent abnormal standard rete for the men in the 
grade or group, and is to be subject to a sliding 
scale whereby there is to be a reduction or in- 
crease of ls. per week for every fall or rise of a 
full five points in the cost of living, as shown 
in the figures published by the Ministry of 
Labour, the present figure being 125 per cent. 
above the pre-war cost.. 


NO CHANGE BEFORE SEPTEMBER. 

No reduction of the average rate, plus 38s., 
ean take place until efter September 30, 1920. 
Any adjustments to be made in the rates of pay 
are to be considered at quarterly meetings of 
the Central W Board. The permanent 
standard rates of wages for the varions grades 
are contained in offers dated November 5, and 
show, generally speaking, an increase of at least 
100 per cent. on the average pre-war rates of 
the respective grades. 

The rates Ae any grade will not fall below 
these permanent standards, however much the 
cost of living may come down; so that if, and 
when, these rates are reached as a result of 
the adjustments referred to above they will 
come into force as the permanent rates. 

There have in the past been a large number

This machinery comprises a Central 
Wages Board, consisting of ten membe 
five representing the railway administration and 
five the unions—with power on either side to 
bring in a.sixth member. If any question can- 
not be settled by the Central Wages Board it

Local machinery is also to be set up to deal 
with local questions.

Our Cork Correspondent telegraphed as

Of many sensational raids which have 
taken place in Ireland during the past few 
years none has exceeded in daring and reck- 
lessness the attack upon the police barracks at 
Carrigtwohill, County Cork, on Saturday night. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock the barracks were 
attacked by a pariy, estimated to number from 
200 to 300 men, armed with revolvers, rifles, and 
hand grenades, and after a battle which lasted 
for over four hours the police surrendered to 
superior numbers only when their ammunition 
had been exhausted. H 

The raiding party secured an entrance to the 
barracks by blowing up the gable, where the 
day-room is kituated, and made prisoners of the 
sergeant and five constables, who put up a most 
gallant fight. During the time that it lasted 
they displayed a valour and heroism worthy of 
the best records of the Royal Irish Con- 
spabulary. 

Carrigtwohill, a thriving village of 500 or 600 
inhabitants, is situate about nime miles from

ARRIVAL OF THE RAIDERS. 

In pursuance of their ordinary duties as 
peace officers, Sergeant Scott, accompanied by 
Constables Hogan and O'Sullivan, went on 
patrol through the village. They left the 
barracks at 8 o'clock, and at the outskirts of 
the village passed several cyclists, riding four 
or five abreast. “It was remarked that none of 
the cyclists carried lamps, and Sergeant Scott 
called upon the riders to «top, They refused 
to do so, and went on towards the village. The 
police tried to stop the next cyclist that came 
along, but he dashed past. The sergeant went 
in pursuit of him, and, finding the pace too 
fast, and fearing capture by the police, the 
man threw off his overcoat and made his 
escape without the bicycle. . 

The police also captured another bitycle, and 

returning to Carrigiwohil! about 10 o clock 
when they noticed that something unusual was

some Power.” The Kaiscr impressed upon the 
Russian Emperor that he had a splendid oppor- 
tunity to step in in Crete, and save the Sultan 
from disgrace, the world from a bloody war, 
and to gain the gratitude of all Mahommedans. 
“Otherwise revolution may come, and the 
Sultan's blood may one day be at your door.”

THOUSANDS ARRESTED. 

A Reuter’s New York telegram, dated Friday, 
says:—The greatest “round up” of extremists 
in the history of the country took place this 
evening from California across country to New 
York Altogether several thousand persons are 
in custody. 

It is expeeted that they will be deported. 
Some of the arrested persons are American 
born, and it is expected that the Government 
will take action against those on account of 
their anti-Government expressions. 

A Reuter’s Washington telegram of Saturday 
states :—The Government agents say they have 
received evidence from half a dozen places that 
the Radicals had made plans to develop the 
recent extensive steel and coal strikes in the 
United States into a general sixike, and uiti- 
mately into @ revolution against the present 
Government. 

The Department of Justice officials have had 
published a declaration of principles by the 
Communistic Labour party, which sets forth 
that the class struggle is one by the proletariat 
to conquer the alistic Mtate, whether ite 
form is monarchical or Democratic Republican, 
and replace it by a, Governmental structure 
adequately adapted to a Communistic transfor- 
mation. 

A dispatch from Pittsburg savs that Com- 
munist literature has been seised there contain- 
ing p to overthrow the United States 
Government by direct force.

He sang “Uncle 
Rome ” (Homer), a negro air, with wonderful 
charm and surpassing pathos In this, and in 
the other negro song, “Since You Went Away,” 
Mr. Whitehill seemed to be more at home 
| than in the Irish ballads, and hig interpreta-

_found Mr. Whitehill in his element, for, after 
| all, he is an operatic singer par exceflence. The 
| Credo gave him a fine chance of displaying the 
} splendid range of his cultured voice, and his 
performance was realy magnificent, This was 
his only operatic number. He sang a little 
French song by Massenet, “‘ Towrvine,”’ and 
several English and American ballads, some of 
which were in dialect. All through his per- 
formance was distinguished by splendid sing- 
wg, fim art. and perfect taste. 

M. Viadimir Rosing surprised hie audience. 
A typical Russian, both facially and by tem- 
perament, he did not look a bit like a tenor 
singer. He is not an Apollo, and did not 
even dress in the conventional tenor fashion. 
i In short, he i» not an Italian, and his singing 
has not beon vitiated by adherence io the 
effete Italian tradition. It was something 
new for Dublin, and it did Dublin good. M. 
i Rosing & voice is not as powerful, perhaps, as 
that of a MeCormack or a Lenghi Cellini, but 
he is a consummate “musician, and that, after 
all, is the main thing. He began with the 
Hindoo song from Rimsky-Korsakoff’s Sadko. 
and at once his originality made itself felt. In 
the first place, he did not stand in the con- 
ventional tenor way. He placed his feet wide 
apart, as though about to drive off the first 
tee, clasped his handy in the vicinity of his 
chin, and, with half-closed eves, took up his 
position ab an angle of about 45 degrees +o the 
audience, and sang.

He showed that he 
could sing the conventional operatic “ gome "’ 
in the conventional way. He also eang the 
Flower Song frow “Carmen.” Here again 
his reception was wildly enthusiastic: but we 
shall remember him by hie Hindoo- Song for ail 
that. M. Rosing’s mannerisms struek ono 
as being artificial, judged by Engtish standards : 
but he is a Russian, and the Russian has no 
use for manneriseme as such. We may be 
pardoned for believing that he was perfectly 
natural; femperamentvoll, if you will, but 
certainly not affected.

It sought to centralise in another off- 
shoot of Dublin Castle the education of the 
youth of Ireland, and to mould their minds 
and characters after a British fashion. It 
had been fittingly described as education in 
Ireland in “foreign fetters.” And what would 
be amusing, if it were not so cynical and 
tyrannical, the promoters of it wanted the 
Irish people to finance the process of their own 
decradation and slavery. For thai was what 
local rating to buttress up this anti-Irish 
system of education meant. Let the rate- 
payers of Ireland keep their eyes open, and 
not make little of the few pence in the poúnd 
with which it was proposed to start the 
system. Once thefr schools were placed on 
the slippery slope of local rating, the rating 
would go up by degrees, the freedom such as 
they had in education would go down in pro- 
portion, and the ‘etters of Dublin Castle 
officialdom would hecome tighter and tighter. 
England owed Ireland eight millions over what 
was called the Equivalent Grant. Irish educa 
tion had been starved, making the teachers 
discontented because of their inadequate 
salaries, and now this discontent was being 
used as an instrument for forcing this Educa- 
tion Bill on Ireland They sought to effect a 
cleavage between the teachers and tho priest- 
hood and people of Ireland, and, in the re- 
sulting confusion, t try and force their bill 
on this country. If Mr. Macpherson had any 
respect for the Irish teachers, or any honest 
desire to better their condition, instead of 
offering them a humiliating bribe. to injure 
their own country at the expense of their 
fellow countrymen, he and his Government 
would disgorge out of the British Treasury 
some portion of the moneys of which they had 
robbed Ireland by over-taxation, and pay at 
least a small instalment of the enormous debt 
they owed it. (Applause.)
